11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1. 1971.

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30. 1971. 


12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided ■('wo or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that Implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 


4. QUESTION: What Is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realf/ dealing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change In residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when tiling is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period If there has been an-/ "change In 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other ownen; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

Hie purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub- 
lisning of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: Couniy Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8^2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma*/ be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes.

6. QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 


7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

The only stipula¬ 
tions are they maist u.se the 
standard deduction and their 
income must consist only of 
wages, salary, tips, interest, 
pensions and annuities. 

Persons entitled to re¬ 
tirement income credit can 
also have the IRS compute 
that up to $20,0(X). 

Those who are above 
these income limits or who 
use itemized docluc t i o n s 
should call their local IRS 
offices for help with specific 
questions even though the 
Servico cannot prepare the 
entire form for them.

Schmidt said part of the 
probelm is “anyone can pre¬ 
pare tax returns for others. 
All yoiii need is a sign and 
a card table.” 

He said fraudulent re¬ 
turns are most frequently 
done by persons who do not 
practice acx^ounting or law 
on a year-round basis but 
set up shop just for the tax 
season. 

‘We are concerned about 
the taxpayer who, having 
gone to one of these people, 
suddenly has to bear the 
consequences cf anot her 
man’s si.ns. 

“Even though a tax pre¬ 
parer may add his signature 
to the letum, the taxpayer 
is liable for any additional 
taxes, penalties and in¬ 
terest if .he is audited and 
found incorrect. 

“The consultant is guilty 
of a felony but this will be 
of little consolation to his 
client.” 

Schmidt advised taxpayers 
who are unwilling or unable 
to make their own returns 
to choose tax practitioners 
carefully. 

He especially cautioned 
them against “refund mill” 
preparers “who build their 
reputation on being able to 
secure a larger refund for 
clients.” 

Taxpayers can prot e c t 
themselves by caref u 11 y 
studying their returns after 
they are prepared in final 
form and by asking the 
practitioner to explain any¬ 
thing they may not under¬ 
stand. 

Schmidt listed some char- 
acteri.stics that may help 
identify an unethical tax 
consultant.

De¬ 
spite late passage of the tax 
bill, every effort was made 
to keep the HRD staff in¬ 
formed os changes occurred 
so that they, in turn, could 
be ready to inform employ¬ 
ers, either directly or 
through the news media.’’ 

Hansen emphasized that 
current withholding is not 
in any way connected with 
the 1971 individual state in¬ 
come tax returns, whi c h 
should be submitted directly 
to the State Franchise Tax 
Board. 

“Some individual state 
income tax returns have 
been mistakenly sent to 
HRD,’’ Hansen said. 


When the federal Price Commission froze all private 
utility rates for a limited period while it sought to clarify 
its regulations, press releases noted that, “Publicly-owned 
utilities, such as public mass transit systems and municipal 
water op{*rations, are not frozen. Their rates may go up.” 

Once again the privileged status of most government- 
business enterprises was affirmed. Hundreds of taxpaying, 
private enterprises on the other hand were ordered to stop 
inflation at their doors. Investor-owned electric companies 
all over the land, for example, are committed to billions 
of dollars of investments in expansion and pollution abate¬ 
ment measures, the costs of which are soaring. They are 
expected to meet public demands both for energy and en¬ 
vironmental improvement. They are ordered to carry on 
business with yesterday’s dollars — a stricture that gov¬ 
ernment avoids imposing on itself. How can inflation be 
controUed when the biggest business in the country — 
government plays by a different set of rules than it 
imposes on private business and taxpayers? The answer 
is, it can’t. Any other conclusion is wishful thinking. 

In the case of electric power, either rates allowed in¬ 
vestor-owned companies will reflect costs or adequate power 
supplies cannot be provided, national growth will be stunt¬ 
ed and environmental problems will multiply. If private 
industry is prevented from doing its job, the first alterna¬ 
tive to be proposed will be more government in business - - 
in the electric business. We should all remember that if 
that day comes, the government plays by a differnt set 
of rules. Under its rules, the rates will go up as necessary 
without recourse.
